Q. Gentiemen, Since it % only by an AE of Pa- 
liament, that Uniformity of Worfhip  eftablifeed sa 
the Chureb of England ; why floou'd st be ordinarily 
shought fo great a Crime to diffent from the Church, 
when yet the breaking of any other common At of 
Parliament w fcavce efteemed any Crime at all? Be- 
fides it w acknowledged by all, ehat the Ceremonies 
whieh are enjoined inthe publick Liturgy are in them- 
feluss indifferent Things ; why fhou'd they therefore 
when commanded by bumane Authority, be efleemcd 
of fo great Obligation, when other indifferent Things 
enjoined by the fame Authority fhall be but flightly 
vezarded ? 


A, There isa great Difference between a Law 
that enjoins 2 Thing perfectly indifferent, both as 
to Matter and Circamftances, and a Law the 
Subftance of which is commanded gy God him- 
felf, and only clothed with Circumffances of hu- 
mane Appointment. For in this Jatrer Cafe we 
are bound to obey, becaufe it is God’s own Law ; 
in the former we only obey Man for Gad’s take, 
who has obliged us' in general to obey our Supe- 
tiors. It is the Command of Cod in Scripture, 
to pay Tribute to whom Tribute » due; but out of 
what Goods, in what Proportion, and with what 
other Circumftances it fhall be paid, is left to the 
{upreme Magiftrate to appoint. Shou'dany Man 
therefore prefume to detain the King’s Righc un- 
der a Pretence, that the Circumftances of the 
Tribute are only of humane Authority, and not 
commasrded by God himfelf; is he to be thought 
guilty of no other Crime than barely breaking 
an Act of Parliament, and liable to no other Pa- 
nifhment than what the Act expreffes? Or rather 
is not ke alfo guilty of a contumacious Difloyal- 
ty, which is next to Rebellion, and accountable 
for it before the Judgment Sear of God. In like 
manner he that refufes Communion with the 
eftablifhed Church, is nor only a refractory Sub- 
ject to Men, but a Schifmatick before God, and 
as {uch muft expect to be punifhed, becaufe he 
breaks the Unity of the Church, which the Law 
of God commands him to keep.

na to that Court, and bring with him the Emper- 
ors confent to the Inveftirure of the diftinct of 
Vigevano, {o that the matter in difpute between 
both Cour ts will foon be adjufted. 

From Genoa the 8th’ That Advicce from Spain 
{ay, that 80 Cannon are prepared at Sarragoffa for 
rhe Siege of Barcelona, befides thote expected from 
Valentia, and 19 already at Tortoffla; That King 
Phillip has made 17 Generals and 10 Brigadiers of 
Horfe 7 of Foor, and given orders to ravage the 
Plaines of Barcelonia as much as Poffible, and to 
demolith the Fortifications of all the Caftles belong- 
ing to the Nobility 5 and towards the expence of 
this Sicge, a Tax of 6 d. per Month is laid on all 
Houfes of the Kingdome of Arragon, and they are 
ordered to advance three Months beforehand, on 
Condition of being reftored to part of their Pri. 
viledges. But that the Caralans and the Inhabir- 
ants of Barcelonia, being affured of K, Charles’s 
Declaration, to continue there, and hazard his 
Perfon for their Defence, had refolved to ven- 
ture all for the King and for defence of the Cap- 
ital, had formed fome new Regiments of Journey- 
men and Apprentices confifting of 5oco Men, and 
have fent their Plate into the Mint to be Coyned 
jor his Majetties Service.
